Introduced by Friend, 10.

PURPOSE: Under our existing scheme of classification of cities

and villages, over the course of time, different provisions and

standards have been adopted in statutes regarding the adoption,

implementation, and enforcement of municipal ordinances. This study

would review those statutes, their application, extent, and use,

and would seek to determine which, if any, of these statutes should

be updated and whether standardization among the different classes

of cities and villages would be appropriate public policy.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE

HUNDREDTH LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, SECOND SESSION:

1. That the Urban Affairs Committee of the Legislature

shall be designated to conduct an interim study to carry out the

purposes of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of

its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
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
